Council to Discuss Alternatives 
At Wednesday Meeting 

At tTtelr meeting tomorrow night, the Students' Executive Council will consider 
the alternatives before them in publication of The Daily. These are listed in another in- 
terim report released yesterday by the SEC committee investigating the financial prob- 
lems of The Daily. 

The report, which lists the costs and revenues that could be expected for different 
frequencies and forms of publication, reads as follows: 

"These are the possibilities facing the Students' Society 
with respect to printing a student newspaper next year. The 
figures presented are necessarily approximate, but are as 
'accurate as we can make them in the face of estimated 
costs. There are twenty weeks during the academic year 
when extra-curricular activities are in full swing. We believe 
that most extra-curricular activities need some form of 
campus publication to bring them to the attention of most 
students.

These two alternatives save some $10,000 "on estimated Dally 
expenses for the present year. Note that the tabloid form offers 
more issues than the larger format. As between four- and eight-page 
tabloids the variance of advertising revenues must bo considered. 

Without a fee raise this alternative could necessitate chopping 
the overall Students' Society budget by some $5,000, over and beyond 
this year's budgeted expenditures. This would immediately cut such 
RctivlticB as Choral Society, Debating, the Annual. SCOPE, Film 
Society and so forth, on some proportional scale. 

Administration Cost* 
Administration costs include such Items aB participation In the 
Canadian University Press, telephone and office rentals, occasional 
taxis to the printer's at midnight etc., meals for two or three senior 
staff members, typewriters etc.. delivery, photography, salaries of 
advertising staff (in Nos. 3, 4. 5.) and so forth. They are computed 
above on a proportional basis. Estimated printing costs are conser 
vative and, If anything, will go up In the years to follow. 

Only Interim 

The committee regrets that It can offer only an Interim report, 
but we felt tho imminent date of the Students' Society meeting ne- 
cessitated publication of estimates we should otherwise have held 
back. It Is felt that frequent publication of a tabloid form (which 

Is hall the size or the present format) would be preferable to auy 
weekly publication of a larger size. 

It Is also our opinion that The Daily could omit a number of 
Issues late In the year In order to cover the costs of printing special 
issues for Freshmen Registration, elections, awanlH, Convocation 
etc.. Our final report will Include criticisms directed toward raising 
the general standard of The Dally, but at this stage we wish merely 
to remark that some consideration should bp made for those students 
who shall be responsible for publishing The Daily In t lit" coming year.

Arts and Science Defeat 
Law Students in Debate 



For the first tlmo this year, 
the faculty of Law has been de- 
feated in a debate. The Arts and 
Science team consisting of Harold 
Asheumll and Irving Hoffman 
were considered by Judge Saul 
Frankel to have successfully up- 
held the negative of the resolu- 
tion "Resolved that the United 
Nations as a political organliation 
has failed." 

Drahm Rlsenstat first speaker 
for the affirmative said that the 
U.N. had failed because it had 
not lived up to and followed Its 
charter. 

Irving Goffman speaking for the 
negative, felt that tho aim of the 
United Nations was tho upholding 
of International peace and to this 
end the organizations of the U.N.- 
had been a success. He cited tho 
good work of euch groups as 
I.L.O.W.H.O. and the positive act- 
Ion taken regarding the Korean 
War and tho truce In Israel. 

Michel Gerln-Lnjole, again for 
tho affirmative, was of the op- 
inion that tho U.N had failed be- 
cause H was divided down tho 
middle between the opposing 
forces of tho east and west led 
by Russia and the U.S. He cited 
E.D.C. and N.A.T.O. as testimon- 
ies to the fact that the U.N. was 
a failure and consequently other 
means had to be resorted to, to 
settle the world's problems. 

• Harold Ashenmll speaking last, 
believed that it was not the U.N. 
organization Itself that had failed 
but the use made of the U.N. by 
the five powers that had failed. 
He considered that the blame lay 
with the powers that had refused 
to follow the peaceful recommen- 
dations laid down by the U.N., and 
he concluded by saying that while 
tho U.N. had not completely suc- 
ceeded: it had not failed.

The Daily -Yes? 



Much discussion 1ms been provoked by 
the recent motion to raise Students' Socie- 
ty fees because hiph printing rates have 
greatly increased the cost of operating the 
McGill Daily. This discussion has centered 
around two major points of contention: Is 
a fee increase necessary to maintain pub- 
lication four times a week, and should The _ 
Daily appear as often as four times per ' 
week regardless of this. 

Our views on the first question have 
already been expressed in these columns. 
Indeed, the SEC has already answered it in 
the affirmative. Moreover, on page one of 
today's issue the facts and figures are 
presented for examination: the Investigat- 
ing Committee lists the various alternati- 
ves in the matter of cost and format. 
Not Fewer Than Three Times 

As to the second problem, it is our con- 
sidered opinion that the publication of The 
Daily fewer than three times per week 
would be detrimental to the Students' Soc- 
iety. We believe, in fact, that a newspaper 
appearing four times a week would be pre- 
ferable. In both eases the size of the paper 
may be profitably reduced, though not the 
frequency. 

The debate on raising fees has brought 
to the fore several criticisms of The Daily 
and its policy, with some of which we 
agree. There are definite points on which 
The Daily should be improved and every 
effort will be made to do so. However, the 
criticisms, some of which have appeared as 
letters to the editor, tend to underline one 
great disadvantage under which we' con- 
tinually labour: with a readership of f>,000 
McGill students with widely differing in- 
terests, we cannot possibly hope to please 
everybody every day. 

Many Sides 

For every reader who complains that 
too much emphasis is placed on sport, there, 
is one who thinks that this is the very best 
aspect of Daily policy. While some bitter- 
ly decry the lack of 'philosophical articles 
on a higher plane', others indignantly point 



out that most of the students will not even 
read them. Then it is claimed that too much 
space is devoted to publicising various 
events on the acmpus; yet, invariably, the 
people concerned feel that far too little 
publicity is given. As already admitted, we 
have our faults. However it is clear, that 
in the above, among other, issues, a com- 
promise path must be followed. By so doing 
we frequently displease everyone. , 

If The Daily were to appear less than 
three times per week publicity for all Soc- 
iety activities and athletics events would 
have to l)e drastically curtailed; both news 
and sports coverage would of necessity be 
greatly inferior. 

Break With Tradition 

There is one other consideration which, 
apparently, has "heretofore escaped atten- 
tion. In commenting editorially on .the -si- 
tuation, the Toronto 'Varsity*' notes with 
regret the cut-down of The Daily, calling 
it "one of Canada's great university news- 
paper." Whatever the complaints against 
this or that aspect of Daily policy may be, 
supporters of a further drastic reduction 
in frequency of publication must realize 
that they .advocate a break with a McGill 
tradition of more than forty years. 
A Part of McGill 

Through the years The Daily has be- 
come a part of McGill, fulfilling more or 
less successfully its function of reporter 
and publicist on the campus. Until last year 
it had appearel five times a week during 
the school year. Because of financial dif- 
ficulties it has been cut, and the. step was 
obviously necessary. Similarly, it may be 
imperative that a further cut be made. 
However, to cut the frequency to less than 
three per week would, in our opinion, chan- 
ge the character of the paper ocmpletely. 

With the critics who claim The Daily 
can, .be improved we agree.

The Inter- Varsity Drama Festival, which was held last Friday and Saturday at the Queen's University Convocation Hall in Kingston, 
showed startling evidences of growth over last year's Festival, and some intimations of a more established maturity. Eleven universities and colleges 
took part this year. But an even better omen than mere political growth was the range which the actual presentations encompassed; there was 
a miracle play, drawing room comedy, 'Commeda del Arte', verse play and verse play parody, an Irish Renaissance play, and plays by two contemp- 
orary playwrights, Rattigan and Tennessee Williams. The Festival ran over one afternoon and two long evenings and seemed to support the open- 
ing words of Martin Lishman, the IVDL president. Mr. Lishman staled that one of the most important facets of such a Festival in Canada was to 
cultivate in Canadian audiences a real appreciation of the traditions of the theatre and a genuine demand for good theatrical productions, both 
amateur and professional. And in the Festival magazine, "Canadian Varsity Stage," Mr. Michael Meiklcjohn quoted MacKenzie King as saying, 
"Canada will have a national theatre, when Canadians want one." Such a 'package' Festival as this, we believe, together with the just and perceptive 
adjudication of Robertson Davies gave the audience a direct chance to compare and contrast many different kinds of theatre, to savour each play 
on its merit and then fix it within the conventions of its own, particular tradition.

writers. The analysis of "stylistic methods" IS
